As a result when he makes his.next demand, whether it 
be for a return of colonies or for more territory in Eastern Europe, he 
will very likely find the path not so easy as the one he trod so 
confidently at Munich in September.

ANNUAL WHEAT POOL 
DELEGATES’ MEETING 


The result of the operations of Al- 
berta Pool Blevators for the crop year 
1937-38 showed an earning of $335- 
420.42, This compares with an op- 
erating deflict of $371,696.11 experi- 
enced in the previous year, The 1937 
crop was a small one, 74 million bus, 
and Pool ¢levator handling totalled 
28,266,279 bushels, or 4 million more 
than in the 1986-37 season; alao mar- 
keting conditions were extremely er- 
ratic and the consistency with which 
the future prices were lower than 
cash quotations eliminated the usual 
profit from carrying charges, In 
view of this the result of the 1937-38 
year, as obtained by Pool Blevators 
can be considered satisfactory, 

After allowing depreciation of 
$264,568.66 and paying interest of 
$243,581.16 to the Alberta Government, 
the sum of $172, 674.66 had to be taken 
from previously accumulated earnings, 

The balance sheet of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool shows a liquid position 
in excess of current liabilities of $3,- 
175,247,283 as at July 31st, 1938, ' The 
free assets in excess of liabilities to- 
talled $4,103,984.04, 

It would appear that Alberta Pool 
Elevators did remarkebly \vell in the 
face of adverse coffditicns as existed 
in 1937-88,
